Room Proportions 


As a rule nothing is ao per- 


plexing as the treatment of a 
long room. partlcuKuly if it is 
the parlor. In many cases it 
is diiikult to do anything that 
doesn't make the room appear 
still narrower. Some times an 
artistic way Is to break 
the 


length by pillars and overhead 
grill work, but when this plan 
is impractical the narrowness 
of the room, can be altered by 
judicious arrangement of the 
furniture and wall colors. 


Wide effects and the effect of 


distance can be obtained 
by 


putting the smallest pieces ac 
at the furthest point. It's the 
same with pictures. Keep the 
large pictures, 
large 
effects, , 


nearest the eye. 


The use of advancing colors 


—such as red, orange or yel- 
low, 
or 
any warm colors— 


should be avoided, for such 
colors diminish the apparent 
size of the room. 


Did you ever notice that the 


gray 'blue of the sky appears 
at an immeasurable distance 
while the red and golr^n sun- 
set seems to be near at hand.? 
There are cases where a small 
room has a northern exposure; 
while expedient £o use warm 
colors it is also inexpedient on 
account of making the 
room 


appear still 
smaller. Under 


these circumstances light tones 
are best, gray preferred, and 
get as .much sunlight through 
the curtains as possible.

TAX LEVY WILL 


BE INCREASED 


5IADE ^EOESSARY BY THE FACT 
THAT NUMBER OF CITY BONDc 


WILL FALL DUB. 


Board of Safety Levy Remains the 


Same and Public Service Levy 


Will be Lessened. 


An informal meeting of the 'beads 


of the city departments was held in 
the city council chamber last night at 
the instigation of Mayor Atherton, 
for the purpose of considering the tax 
levy for the ensuing year, in anticipa- 
tion of the annual budget which is to 
be presented to the city council soon. 


In the discussion of the tax levy it 


was found that a total increase of sev- 
en-tenths of a mill will be necessary 
this year, owing to the fact that a 
number of 4 per cent bonds of small 
denominations, issued on the sinking 
fund will fall due this year, necessi- 
tating an increase in the levy for this 
fund to the amount of half a nflll. 
There having been a surplus in the 
fund of the health department durin. 
the past two years -there has been no 
levy, but this y«ar finds the fund ex- 
hausted of surplus and will require a 
levy of two-tenths of a mill. Tne. five- 
tenths mill of the sinking fund and 
the two-tenths 
mill of the 
health 


fund, make the seven-tenths increase. 
- Mr. Prout, of the sinking fund trus- 
tees, said Wednesday nignt that for 
the city to let these bonds of small 
denominaion go in default, would be 
to place the city in bad repute, and 
advised the increased tax-rate for the 
fund. 


In spite of the fact that the expense 


of the board of public safety has been 
increased by raising salaries in 
the 


police and fire departments, the levy 
for this purpose remains the same as 
last year, which was 3.75 mills. 


The board of public service's levy 


for this year will probably be five 
msHs. or three-qnarters of a mill less 
than last year's levy for this fund.
